If you haven’t heard, postal rates are going up again! 
As announced in Linn’s, 3 March 2008, the letter rate 
will increase by 1¢ on 12 May, after the Postal Service 
reported “sagging mail volumes for the first quarter 
of fiscal year 2008.” Rate increases may not exceed 
the annual rate of inflation, currently at 2.9 percent. 
A month earlier, Linn’s reported that the top Postal 
Service officers had received large pay raises in May 
2007, retroactive to 5 January 2007. Congress voted 
in December 2006 “to give the postal board of gover- 
nors authority to boost the pay of up to 12 Postal 
Service officers up to an amount ‘not to exceed 120 
percent of the vice president’s total annual compen- 
sation’, which is currently $215,700! The postmaster 
general got an increase of nearly 39%! These increas- 
es were disclosed only after a Freedom of 
Information Act request by Linn’s. It seems that, like 
in some private corporations, business downturns 
reward those in charge! No wonder the postal rates 
are going up!

The Commercial Bank of Bristol note features a sailor 
relaxing b the water’s edge, Waiting for the Tide, 
engraved by Frederick Girsch whose name can be 
found with the date “1862” near the sailor’s right 
foot. Henry Beckwith, an Englishman, engraved the 
other two vignettes, Caesar, and Looking Out. Life was 
not as tranquil at the bank during the period the note 
was in circulation, the bank failed in 1869. 
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Spencer, Hufty & Danforth, ca. 1845 
Mid-19th century was considered the “golden age of 
engraving.” Allegorical figures were common, and 
these were apparently taken from a painting by 
Robert Weir, possibly including Liberty with Eagle. 
The engraving firm operated in Philadelphia under 
the name above, and in New York City under the 
name Danforth, Spencer & Hufty. Both imprints 
appear of the note. 
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KENTUCKY 
ABNCo, ca. 1860 

In 1837, E.F. Williams, whose painting Barnyard was 
used as the subject of this engraving by W.W. Rice, 
was elected as an Associate member of the National 
Academy of Design. Two years later, he revealed his 
identity as Francis W. Edmonds, a cashier in a New 
York bank, who kept his secret because of then cur- 
rent employer prejudice against employees who did 
not devote full time to their business! The engraver 
of Woman and Child is unknown, 
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TENNESSEE 
ABNCo, ca. 1860s 

A unusual scene for a bank note, DeWitt Clinton 
Hay’s savage attack by a polar bear on men in a 
small boat—men who were part of the Grinnell 
Expedition of 1855 searching in the Arctic for any 
trace of an earlier expedition led by Sir John 
Franklin—from a painting by F.O.C. Darley. Darley 
was much sought after as an illustrator of books of 
the greatest writers of the time.

ABNCo, ca. 1859 

Because of the Civil War, Thomas Crawford’s statue 
atop the dome of the Capitol was not raised until 
December 1863, so it does not appear in this vignette. 
President James Buchanan and orator-statesman 
Stephen Douglas were alive at the time this note was 
issued. Many bank notes circulating in the mid-19th 
century bore the likeness of a living person, until 
Congress passed a law in 1866 prohibiting it.

ABNCo, ca. 1860s 

Apparently there was an attempt to establish this 
bank, but it never happened! The Indian Girl (lower 
right) was created by Walter Shirlaw and O.G. 
Hanks after a painting by Theodore Liebler. The 
Mechanic, is oiling a pendulum governor, a rather 
arcane piece of machinery invented in the 17th cen- 
tury by Christopher Huyghens to control an engine’s 
speed. 
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LOUISIANA 

ABNCo, 1866. 
During the Creek War of 1812-1814, it is believed that 
certain Creek Indians would place a painted red stick 
in the ground as a readiness to go to war. Thus, from 
the French, Baton Rouge was named. This is the cen- 
tral vignette of the Indians, a missionary, and a feath- 
er-draped “red stick.” The engraving is by Luigi 
Delnoce, and Italian immigrant who soon became 
one of the most respected engravers. 
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INDIANA 
Wellstood, Hay & Whiting, 1858. 

Rural and farming scenes are found on thousands of 
different bank notes from this period. The placid 
scene of a farmer and his family reflects, perhaps 
somewhat romantically, life in mid-19th century 
America. The eagle is a fine example of our national 
symbol. The name “Kinsley’s Express” can be 
detected on the wagon. Engraver(s) of these 
vignettes is (are) unknown.

It can be seen that two cards per year were issued up 
through 1998. Since that time there has typically been 
one card each year, although a second version of one 
of these cards was released. 


The Scott Specialized Catalogue of U.S. Stamps & Covers 
lists most of these cards. For instance UN 39 above is 
listed in Scott as SC39. The above proposed SCCS 
numbers for these cards match the numerical portion 
of the Scott listings in those cases where there is a 
corresponding listing in Scott. 


UN 42A is not part of the regular series of United 
Nations cards and is not listed in Scott. It is only 
available in canceled form. It commemorates the offi- 
cial opening of the permanent headquarters of the 
United Nations University in Tokyo, Japan. The 
card, the stamps, and the cancel all feature an artist’s 
conception of the UN University building. 


UN 44A was made from UN 44 by adding a large 
gold overprint. The overprint, on the upper right of 
the card, commemorates the Hong Kong ’94 philatel- 
ic exhibition. The overprint includes the name and 
date of the exhibition in both English and Japanese, 
and a skyline, presumably that of Hong Kong. 


At first glance UN 62, which is only available can- 
celed, appears to be an overprint on UN 61. 
However, this is not the case. On UN 62 the text and 
logos at the upper left of UN 61 have been moved 
down closer to the stamp designs. Inserted above 
them are the Washington 2006 logo in black and two 
lines of gold text identifying the exhibition and its 
dates. 


Two other United Nations souvenir cards are not 
included in the above'list. These two cards were joint 
issues with the United States Postal Service.

Designer Felix Schlag was not the only one proud of 
the new Jefferson 5-cent coin. 


Redesign of the 5-cent coin in 1938 had generated 
considerable public interest. The Treasury 
Department held an open competition for a new 
design, and nearly 400 people submitted entries. The 
winning design by sculptor Felix Schlag included the 
required profile portrait of President Thomas 
Jefferson and a view of his home, Monticello, near 
Charlottesville, Va. 


Popular magazines and newspapers ran feature arti- 
cles about the artist and his work. Many showed 
both Schlag’s original version of Monticello and the 
revised version finally approved by the Treasury 
Department. All of the publicity heightened interest 
making the new coin something of a celebrity 
months before it was issued. 


Originals preferred 


Numismatists and artists generally preferred 
Schlag’s original version of the coin, which showed 
Monticello at an oblique angle. Initially, comments 
from the Commission of Fine Arts and the Treasury’s 
Section of Painting and Sculpture, concentrated on 
modifications to the oblique view of Monticello. 


As the images of the originals designs accompanying 
the article show, Schlag used thin, Art Deco-style let- 
tering and an irregular perspective of Monticello on 
the reverse [Fig. 1, below]. Compare the portrait, par-

ticularly the hair, 
nose and forehead, 
with his final ver- 
sion, also shown 
[Fig. 2, right]. 


But, when Mint 
Director Nellie 
Tayloe Ross wrote 
to Schlag describing 
the alterations that 
were desired, she 
included one criti- 
cal sentence that 
told Schlag to 
change course. The 
president had seen 
the proposed 
designs, Ross said, 
and ”... expressed 
the desire that the 
two wings of this 
building be more 
emphasized” The 
artist obviously understood the implied instruction 
and ‘wrote back, “To show the two wings of 
Monticello, a different view of it will have to be 
given, I have sent for more material on the subject 
and as soon as it is received, I will make drawings 
and models and submit them for approval.” 


Final models didn’t make it to the Mint until July 14, 
much to the consternation of Director Ross. “It is a 
very serious matter to this office ... It appears now 
that you have been engaged in another project which 
has deferred completion of the coin model.” The 
models were approved on July 20, and from then for- 
ward, mint engraver John Sinnock made all alter- 
ations to the design. 


Even after Schlag submitted the final ver- 
sion of new 1938 5-cent coin designs, addi- 
ig tional modifications to improve production 
me characteristics were made before produc- 
tion began. 


Proud, but disappointed 


f Felix Schlag was justly proud of his work, 
but also disappointed that the original 
“omg reverse was not used. He also sought to cap- 
italize on coin collectors’ interest in the new 
coin and his own newfound notoriety. In 
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1939 Schlag had 150 thick, 8-inch by 12-inch (203 by 
305 millimeters) cards printed showing the original 
design in the upper*right corner. 


Each card also included text describing the competi- 
tion and in the center was a hole into which Schlag 
inserted one of the new 1938 Jefferson 5-cent coins in 
Proof condition. (Some coins show a partial finger- 
print - is this the artist’s ultimate signature?) Finally, 
they were notarized to certify that Schlag’s auto- 
graph was genuine. 


The signed souvenir cards were advertised in numis- 
matic publications and sold to coin collectors for 
approximately $3 each. One of these, number 27, last 
appeared in Heritage Auctions’ Denver Signature 
sale of Aug. 12, 2006 (Lot 752) where it sold for 
$1,725. 


Ordering his coins 


Schlag tried to order 2,000 copies of the Proof 1938 
Jefferson 5-cent coin but was told he not only could 
not have that many coins, but that he would have to 
wait for his order to be filled in turn, just like every- 
one else. He then sent an order for 12 pieces. 
(Courtesy American Numismatic Association collec- 
tion.) 


Schlag’s souvenir cards have long been thought the 
only items, incorporating a coin, produced and 
signed by the artist or officials involved in the design 
selection. However, examination of records in the 
private papers of Henry Morgenthau Jr., secretary of 
the Treasury, shows that Morgenthau also produced 
and issued his own memento of the Jefferson coin. 


Contacts BEP 


Sometime in October or early November, 
Morgenthau contacted Alvin W. Hall, director of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP). His request 
was for Hall to have a small number of souvenir 4 
1/2-inch by 5 3/4-inch (114 by 146 millimeters) cards 
prepared, into which the secretary could insert one 
of the new 5-cent coins. The autographed card would 
then be presented to selected individuals. Hall was 
given specifications including text, dimensions of the 
card and position of the opening for the coin. At the 
bottom of each card was a guideline for the secre- 
tary’s signature. 


The card sent to President Roosevelt reads: 
To Franklin D. Roosevelt 
President of the United States 


THIS “JEFFERSON NICKEL” IS FROM THE FIRST 
BAG DELIVERED TO THE UNITED STATES TREA- 
SURY BY THE BUREAU OF THE MINT. 


CORDIALLY, H. Morgenthau Jr. 


[signature] 
NOVEMBER 15, 1938 


Remaining cards were probably handled similarly 
with the recipient’s name hand lettered (or possibly 
individually printed) probably by BEP staff, and the 
card then autographed by Secretary Morgenthau in 
blue ink. ? 


According to the card, all the coins were from the 
first bag delivered to the Treasury Department in 
Washington, D.C. 


The card for President Roosevelt has a line labeled 
“To...” and underneath a line labeled “OF THE...” 
suggesting that the intention was to put the individ- 
ual’s name on the first line and the organization they 
represented (White House, Wall Street Journal, 
United States Senate, etc.) on the next line. The cards 
must have been printed as one group with the recip- 
ient’s name and organization added later, because 
the president’s card has “OF THE” neatly crossed 
out. It is unlikely that Morgenthau would 

have permitted the cross out if BEP printed each 
card individually. 


Although BEP is known for its high quality engrav- 
ing, the card seems to be printed simply on a flatbed 
press. 


Recipients of cards 


An initial handwritten list of names, mostly newspa- 
per men, grew to nearly 30. 


On the longer list, recipients included: 

President Franklin Roosevelt, Mr. Rudolph Forster 
(White House staff), Sen. Robert E Wagner, Sen. 
Alben W. Barkley, Miss Malvina C. Thompson 
(White House secretary), Charles J. Sterner (Wall 
Street Journal), Sen. Pat Harrison, Rep. Henry B. 
Steagall, Merwin H. Brown (Buffalo News), Miss 
Grace Tully (presidential secretary), Miss Louise 
Hackmeister (White House telephone operator), 
Celyn M. Jones (farmer of Winthrop, Wash.), Miss 
Marguerite A. (Missy) LeHand (presidential secre- 
tary), Sen. Carter Glass, Robert McHugh, Mr. John 
Kieley, Vice President John Garner, Bertram Naster, 
Mrs. Mary Eben (White House secretary), Speaker of 
the House William B. Bankhead, Walter H. Hickman, 
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Col. Marvin H. McIntyre (White House appoint- 
ments secretary), Rep. Robert L. Doughton, Marian 
A. Small, Mr. Stephen Early (White House press sec- 
retary), Bernard Kilgore. 


This was obviously something Secretary 
Morgenthau was proud of, and he went to unusual 
effort to see that the first coins were attractively pre- 
sented. Souvenir cards containing a new S-cent coin 
were distributed beginning Nov. 15, 1938, the official 
release date, and sporadically through the first 
weeks of December. Some recipients sent brief 
“Thank You” notes to Morgenthau such as the one 
from BEP director Hall: 


“l appreciate your kindness in sending me one of the 
new Jefferson nickels taken from the first bag deliv- 
ered to the United States Treasurer by the Bureau of 
the Mint, which was received with your letter of 
November 21. 


“It was a real pleasure to assist in preparing the cards 
which were used to distribute the new nickels to the 
newspaper men” 


Filling in details 


Comments in other notes help to fill in details about 
the souvenir cards and their accompanying letter: 
the cards were signed by Morgenthau, the presenta- 
tion was “handsome” coins were from the first bag 
received by the Treasury, the coin was “one of the 
most beautiful modern coins.” 


The notes to Morgenthau also tell us that additional 
souvenir cards were sent to: 

Cecil B. Dickson (National Press Club), Herman 
Oliphant (Treasury Department general counsel), 
Alvin W. Hall (director, BEP), Herbert C. Pell 
(American minister to Portugal). 


Earlier correspondence about coin collecting sug- 
gests that other copies of the cards were likely sent to 
the secretary’s children, Joan, Robert and Henry III, 
and his young nephew Peter Josten, for whom his 
staff had previously located scarce Lincoln cents 
needed for the boy’s collection. 


Secretary Morgenthau’s souvenir cards were smaller 
and simpler than Schlag’s later production, and cer- 
tainly made without any commercial intent. That 
they have remained unknown for almost 70 years is 
attributable to their very limited and personal distri- 
bution by a key member of the Franklin Roosevelt 
administration. 


One card traced today 


Of approximately 30 autographed examples of 
Secretary Morgenthau’s souvenir Jefferson 5-cent 
coin card that were distributed, the only one known 
is held by the Franklin Delano Roosevelt Presidential 
Library and Museum in Hyde Park, N.Y. Other cards 
probably exist as part of family collections of memo- 
rabilia. 


One person who did not receive a souvenir card was 
Felix Schlag. As had happened so often in the past, 
once the design was in the hands of the Mint, the 
artists were left sitting by the telephone waiting for 
the Mint to call. 


The obvious question for many collectors is, “How 
much would one of these cards bring at auction? 
Given the prominence of Secretary Morgenthau, the 
source of the card and the coin’s documented status 
as being from the first bag received by the Treasury, 
a conservative guess would be several thousand dol- 
lars. An eye-catching display could be built around 
one of Morgenthau’s cards, and other cards auto- 
graphed by Felix Schlag 


Postscript: 


In preparing the Jefferson 5-cent coin design for pro- 
duction, the Philadelphia Mint made 526 pattern and 
experimental pieces from three slightly different ver- 
sions (including Schlag’s final version pictured here). 
Five hundred twenty-three coins were destroyed, 
apparently with no thought to sending examples to 
the Smithsonian Institution collection for future 
research and study. 


Three examples of the last (circulation) design were 
sent to Director Ross on Sept. 29, 1938, and she for- 
warded one each to President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Morgenthau as personal mementos. 


Director Ross’ letter to the president states: 


“The first Jefferson nickel to come off the press 
reaches me today as a sample piece. It is my desire 
that you should possess it. I hope earnestly that it 
measures up to your expectations. It is expected that 
a consignment will be ready for the public in a few 
weeks.” 


The location of the “sample pieces” is unknown.

Commissioned for the Naval Reserve Officers Conamission, this vignette was engraved by picture 
engravers Frederick Pauling and Leo C. Kauffmann. The die was completed in 1925. The eagle 
image was incorporated from an earlier vignette engraved by Harry L. Chorlton in 1907. 


Post Office Die #1189: 3¢ Everglades National Park Commemorative Postage Stamp, Series 1947 
This stamp was modeled after a wash drawing furnished by the Everglades National Park 
Commission. One of six models submitted, the approved model was designed by Robert L. Miller, 
Jr. Completed on November 7, 1947, the die was engraved by Arthur W. Dintaman (vignette) and 
Axel W. Christensen (outline of frame, panel, lettering, and numerals). 


Post Office Die #561: $1 Fruit Growing (Florida Orange Grove) Parcel Post Stamp, 1913 
This stamp is part of the Parcel Post series of 1913. Designed by Clair Aubrey Huston, the image 
was prepared from a photograph of a fruit growing scene provided by the Agriculture Department. 
Engravers included Marcus W. Baldwin, who engraved the vignette; John Eissler, the frames; 
Edward M. Hall, the lettering; and Frank Lamasure, the panels. The engraving was completed on 
November 29, 1912. 


Miscellaneous Die #497: De Soto Discovering the Mississippi 

This vignette of Spanish explorer Hernando de Soto was engraved by Henry Gugler, Sr., in 1869. 
De Soto landed in Florida in 1539 and explored southern North America, arriving at the 
Mississippi River in 1541.
